Chile is divided inte three sections by 
the materal features of the Pacifie slope 
of the Andes. ‘The northern is that. of 
the semi-arid cand desert region, which 
reaches from Pert: southward to Valpa- 
raisn. lt is an utter desert. im the north 
and becomes less inhospitable toward the 
south, It is trayersed trea the Andes to 
the coast by short, deep valleys, sepa- 
rated by high spurs of the mountains, and 
communication from north to south has 
always been excetdingly difficult. Nev- 
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ettheless, the Chilean engineers have 


found a route by which to extend the

THE HEAMT OF CIMILE 


The central cection extends through o

The third section of Chile, extending 
southward from Puerto Montt thraugh 
t4 diyrees af latitude to Cape Plorn, is 
like our southern Alnskan comst—a 
stretch of islands and peninsulas broken 
hy intricate channels und profound fords 
that penetrate far into the land. ‘Tumul- 
tudus rivers desceml from the Andes and 
delouch inte the fords in swampy deltas 
which are covered with dense forests, 
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The large island of Chiloe, which was 
conquered by Valdivia before the middle 
of tke sixteenth century, is well popu- 
lated and occupies a position with refer- 
ence to the more frequented northem 
boast ‘similar to that which Vancouver 
Island holds-to San Franciseo. Farther 
south the population becomes very scanty, 
elaciers descended from the Andean 
heights, and the savage but mayest 
scenery of Smythe Chatinel and the 
Straits of Magellan suggest that of the 
inland passage and Lynn Canal of the 
Alaskan coast.

The ancient Spaniard was a Celt. be 
fore he was cohquered by Rone, aryl as 
a Colt he is represented today by the still 
distinct group of the Basyues, The 
erenter part of the Celtic tribes were less 
resistant. Five hundrerl years of Roman 
eqvernment and two hundred of dormina- 
tion by the Visigotirs, followed by eight 
centuries of Moorish influence, con 
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«iously and unconsciously wrought 


changes in the people, evalvmg the spe- 
cial Spameh type, 

All of the races which entered into that 
ype were more or less numerous and in- 
fluential in the development of the other 
people of Europe, except one. The 
Moors constitute an element of the Span- 
ih blow) which produced trans that are 
peculiar to the Spaniard among. lare- 
pean pegples. In stutving America we 
should not forget that the Moors main- 
tained their civilization in Spain up to 
the date of the discovery of America and 
infigenced the character of the Spatish 
conquerors, They represented that “Ara- 
bie civilization which maintamed learming 
and sctence during the dark ages of Fu- 
rope, and they daring courage, their i1- 
parnoalty, and their tndividunhstie spirit

A MANY SIDED DESCENT 


A further fact rehiting to the origi of 
the Spanith'- Americans, and ane tre- 


qiently cited by their own writers, is the 


mixing of the invaders and the aborigines 
in the colonial populitions, Thetr writers 
ell ws that the Indians. who died woder 
the tyrinny of the Spanish masters be- 
queathed to these masters half-breed sons 
and daughters to perpetiate the mace. 
The meatizo, or half-breed, heeame a ul- 
versal and numerous clement; the criollo, 
or American-bom chili! of European par- 
ents, the local ond Jess common. factor in 
the colonial population. 

‘Thus there spring inte existence the 
Spanish-Ametican race, child of the Celt, 
the Retan, the Goth, the Moor, arnt the 
American indian, [His Spanish fathers 
were themselves variously characterized : 
the austere Baseite, the arrogant Castil- 
ian, the impetuous Estremaduran, the 
facile andl graceful Andalusian, And the 
Indiari mothers: were as unlike: the gentle 
Aztecs of Tern, the fierce Guanint of 
Paraguay, the sanguinary Puelche of the 
Pampas, the indomitable and independent 
Araucanian of Chile. 

Inheritance tells, The Spantsh-Indiain 
mestizo exhibits the diversity of his -au- 
eestry. To inhéritance hus been adiled 
the effect of local environment anid isolo- 
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tion. A profoundly interesting field of 
research in human -yariation awatts the 
student of the race in evolution. 

In touching on this vast example of 
fiimman evalytien involving today 6o,c00,- 
ooo dT peoply, we cin glance Caly ab Sone 
of the incidents related to the Argentine 
and Chilean mations. Toth populations 
were well estublished before the clase af 
the sixteenth century, but by very unlike 
elements, Waldivia and nos -sticcessors, 
the invaders of Chile, were soldiers bent 
solely on conquest, such as they had taken 
part inn Pera, for immediate gain: the 
colonists who in stiecessive expeditions 
founded Buenos Aires came with wives 
aol chilren, with horses, mares, and im- 
ements of husbandry, to settle in the 
ariel, 


THE SPACED PRODUCE OF A MACLAL 
AMALGAMATION 


The warring invaders of Chile met and 
mingked with a warlike Indian race, the 
Arancanians, aa) their issie 1s withint 
question the most independent, the bold- 
est, the most aggresseve-of South Ameri- 
cin peyples. 

The merchant colonists who sought the 
Rio de la Plata smaimntained to a grenter 
degree the purity of the European blood 
anid) have constantly been remtoreed by 
fresh immigrations from all the nations 
of western Kurope. They are today the 
mast enterprising, a& they are the mist 
cosmopolitan and progressive, of the 
Spanish- Americans. 

Luming the first centiry of its exist- 
ence the colony of Buenos Aires was the 
victim of that memopolistic policy so clitr- 
acteristic: of the individualistic Spatiish 
tendencies, Although destined ly gco- 
praphit situation and accessibility fron 
both lind and’ sea to be the commercial 
forts of the continent, the settlement was 
denied corercial intercourse, 

Darmg half o century the shipment of 
cargoes ta or trom Buenos Aires was ab- 
sulately prohibited! urider penalty of 
death, eal during the igllowing 50 vears 
traffic through the port was 60 restricted 
and burdened os to amount to prolih- 
tion, Tama was the center of govern- 
tment and monopoly, ATL the produce of 
the continent destined to Stain was gath- 


ered there and shipped via the Isthmus 
of Pina. Only articles of sinall bulk 
anil fingh value could pay the freight 
charges aril the impasts: The heyy 
freight of hides, wheat, of wool could 


tt move by that channel; and the 


pas of Buenos Aires, producing nothing 
more Valuable, shipped mothing. 

So mare colossal example of misgov- 
crintient, ne more striking illistration of 
the incapacity af medieval Spain to wov- 
ern the colonies her soldiers had won, is

The isolation of Buenos Aires-and the 
pumpas influenced the evolution of the 
Argentine people of (he country outside 
OF the cities in a striking degree, It 
helped to develop the Gancho, the Argen- 
hte lainsman, whose natural evolition 
in adaptation te the environment of the 
IMpas was intensified and accentuated 
by separition from the ameliorating ef- 
fects of interconrse and culture, 

The Gaucho sprang from the Spaniard 
and Indian, He was a nomad. His life 
of frogality, activity, and hozard favoree 
the fittest and-fiereest, Me knew no liw 
save thatof might. Dlecwas independent, 
daring, familiar with violence, and cure 
less of life, Had he through «a Spanish 
parent some Moorish strain, he repre- 
sented im the pampas hits ancestors, who 
had galloped over the plains of Arabia, 
Sarmicnto describes in graphic langimge 
the wild lerbane character and life of 
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the Gaucho andefinds a likens to Arale 
he himself had known. 


THE CARKRAN AAS ANT VILLAS-OF oh HYtAINE, 
CENERATION 


In the wars. of independence, 1810- 
SiG, the Gaucho played an important 
part undér General San Martin and Gen- 
eral Belgrano; in the civil wars that fol- 
lowed he fought under captains of more 
or less authority, such as Carranza, Villa, 
and Orozco are today; and. in the tyrant 
Rosas, 1830-1852, he became the dictator 
over the lives and fortunes of the higher 
classes of society. 

It would be of interest in‘n ‘study of 


Rosas to compare and contrast him with: 
Ihiaz of Mexico, Guzman Blanco of 


Verezuela, Francia and Lopez of Para- 
giay, and many others. of his kind, who 
represent the natural product of anarchy, 
the tyrannical “caucdillo,” or chief; bat in 
Argentine and Chilean history the tyrant 
belongs to a vanished past. 

Under the presidents who have sic- 
ceeded, from Mitre, in 1862, to: Saenz 
Pena, in 1910, the government of the Re- 
public has been held by those who felt 
themselves entitled to rule hy virtue of 
their education, intelligence, and ability,

Seenx Peme took the patriotic stand 
that he was president of the nation, mot 
of a party only: he carried sound clec- 
tion Jaws and enforced them, with the re- 
sult that the administration was antago- 
nized, the congressional majority was dis- 
organized, and the law-making body wats 
puralyzed hy party strife, wich is not vet 
ended. Meanwhile the radical:and social- 
lst vote grows with each election, and 
may become a serious menace in a cout 
try where there is no considerable muidle 
class of conservative property owners— 
citizens between the wealthy land-owners 
and the peons. 

Immigration and the occupation of 
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lands hy the small farmer proprietor are 
means working toward the establishment 
of the middle class, without which so- 
called si va government in Argen- 
tina or elsewhere must always remain a 
figment of reality. The government 


awisely seeks to promote immigration, and 


there are laws designed to favor the in- 
crease of sinall holdings, the prmectpal one 
being the inheritance law, which tends 
toward the division of large estates. 

Put immigration is not Intge. It is wif- 


set by emigration, amounting, i 1911, 


112, and 1913, to about 50 per cent of 
the immigrants, And the net annual re- 
cult is an increase of only about 2 per 
cent in the population, Considering the 
great extent o territory, the soiall popu- 
lation; and the wealth of the nation, this 
1S HOE A favorible showing. Spanish aid 
Italian immigrants fotm about So per 
cent of the total, and entering, as. many 
of them do, merely as laborers for the 
harvest season, they form an even larger 
proportion of the emigrants. 

The attachment of these peasants to 
theit homes in Spain and Italy is one rea- 
son for their return migration; but there 
is hadleeper cause for eniigration and for 
the smmill net increase in population by 
immigration There ts no roam in Ar- 
fentina, except in remote territories, for 
the man with small capital unless he ts 
willing to remam a laborer. Liberal nn- 
mistation laws do not help him. Tis way 
to indepetidence as a farmer 15 barred by 
the great landed proprietors. 

In Argentina, as in all other Spanish- 
American countries, the prevalence of 
prenit estates, the condition af the “‘latl- 
fundia,” the old Roman curse, 6 the 
greatest obstacle to citizenship and) giod 
gavernmenit. Te pursue this topic would 
lead tis too far afield; birt 1t 48 pertinent 
to. the contrasting of North and Sith 
America to remind ourselves that the Re- 
public is founded in that body of intelli- 
gent and’ independent citizens who ow 
their homes. They alone govern steadily.

Notes on What Our Country is Doing for Santo Domingo, 
Nicaragua, and Haiti 


POUIE islnd of Haiti, upon which 

are located the Black Republic of 

. Haitiand the Mulatto Republic of 

Santo Domingo, is the stene today of two 

of the most thteresting experiments in 

quvernmetit that may he found anywhere 
m the warhi, 

After a century of effort to maintain 
itself as a separate, indeperulent, sover- 
elm nation, Santa Domings in 105 
imund itself about to fall victim to its 
iwn excesses, Revolution tyul followed 
revolution almost with clocklike regu- 
larity. There were assassinations, there 
were hetravals, there were conspiracies, 
there were wars within anid wars with- 
out—war with Haith over beutidary ques- 
tions end civil war over the control af the 
government, Debts were piled ap with- 
out thetight of the day St avinent, or 
even provisions for meeting intercet 
charges. Those who were in control of 
the government, whether for a jdav or 
for a year, were more coneeme about 
the money that could be abstracted from 
the tatiinal treasmre than ther were 
about the preservation of the national 
credit. 

2o Jong and se stendy was the orey of 
rerohition, speculation, debt-making, ani 
interestsladping that the nation's. cred 
grew worse thon that of its individual 
cittzens.. Finally the day of reckoning 
came. Foren warships approached the 
ports whose harbors had given refuge to 
the great discoverer Columbus, and whote 
capital city still contains what tandouht- 
eddy are lits ashes, anid demanded that the 
claims of their subjects be satisfied — 
clans foromoney advanced, claims for 
interest accumulated, claims for property 
wantonly destroved—and they denned 
Tt at the pointiot big tiaval gms. 

Ordinarily the Deminicans, like most 
ai the other peaples af troptenl America, 
dishke the Monroe Doctrine and view it 
as a teflection upon their strength, They 
think they are br enough to take care of 


themselves and Jook upon that interna- 
tonal policy as one temling to interfere 
with their sovereignty,

There are two chief arteries of travel 
in Honduras—one from Amapala, an the 
couth coast, to Tegucigalpa, the capital, 
snd the other from Puerto Cortes, on the 
gwarth coast, te the sarie pilencces.
